that the p2ofits of the ſaid lands, will not be ſufficient to anſwer unto 
his Majeſtie the ſaid Arrears and the growing Quit-rents, ſo that by 
means of the growing Muit-rent due out of ſuch lands being ſo high, 
and the Arrears thereupon being ſo great, many of the ſaid lands doe

they ſhall find o2 judge not to be of ſufficient value to ſatiſfy the 
Muit-rents payable by the ſaid Acts of Settlement and Explana⸗ 
tion, and the Arrears of Muit:rent and other Publique charges 
due fo2 the lame, 02 the Muit-rents whereof, according to the ſaid Acts 
do neer amount unto the yearly value of ſuch Lands, and upon 
due info2mation and knowledge had of the value thereof, and Exa⸗ 
mination ef ſuch other Circumſtances, as may be neceſſary to guide 
his Majeſties ſaid Commiſſioners in this affair , by their Orders in 
writing under the hands and Seales of the ſaid Commiſſioners, oz

Authoriſing them oꝛ any three of them C whereof the Loꝛd Lien- 
tenant to be alwapes one) to be his Majeſties Commiſſioners for 
the Ends and purpoſes atozeſaid., Cle have thought fit hereby to give 
notice thereof to all Perſons concerned in ſuch Courſe and Barren 
Zands, to the End they may apply themſelves to his Majeſties ſaid 
Commiſſioners, and deliver their Petitions to Richaid Aldworth Eſquire, 
Secretary to us the Lo2d Lieutenant, (who is appointed to receive 
all Petitions of that nature) on o2 befoze the ſeventeenth day of Au- 
guſt next enſuing the date hereof, after which day no Petitions fo? the 
abatement oz reducement of any Muit-rents will be received. And 
we doe hereby require all Perſons who do erpect any reducement of 
their Quit-rents, that they doe in their ſaid Petitions, faithfully 
and truly ſet down the full and real yearly value of the Lands, fo? 
which they ſhall deſire any ſuch reducement, and of the Muit-rents 
payable thereout, and the arrears of Muit-rent now Chargeable there- 
upon, leſt by any miſinfozmatjon given by them to his Majeſties 
ſaid Commiſſioners therein, they may loſe the benetit, that otherwite 
they might expect, by virtue of the laid Commiſſion, And we do here- 
by further declare, that no abatement will be made by his Pa jeſties 
laid Commiſſioners , of the Muit-rents due out of any Lands, that 
are of the yearly values herein above mentioned, in the ſeveral Pro- 
vinces of this Kingdome, noz in any Caſe where there hath been 
any fozmer redutement of Muit-rents either at this Board, oꝛ by the 
late Commiſſioners fo2 Executing the Acts of Settlement and Expla. 
nation.
